It is the madness of her 
monarchs, ranning down from sire to son, to 
possers Constantinople. And for this‘end the 
Russian people are willing to contribute 
their money and their lives—dying, and em- 
poverishing themselves, for an empty na- 
tional glory. 

But why, some may ask, should not West- 
ern Earope allow Russia to swallow Turkey ! 
Becaure, in the first place, every generous 
feeling revolts ab seeing the oppression of 
the weak by the strong. And, secondly, be- 
caute ambition grows by what it feeds on— 
and, Turkey conquered, Russia would be 
eager to extend till further her dominions, 
and would menace both Austria and Italy. 

The preservation of the balance of power 
in Europe, is not a mere theoretical dogma, 
it is based upon the most vital and practical 
considerations. It is essential to the very 
existence of al] the weaker powers. If these 
latter were not to assist each other when 
menaced by a great power like Rursia, they

A Russian Failure. 





We take the following singular story of « 
Rossian me:cbant, from a London periodi- 

He was by no means a dull fellow, but 
careless and uneducated ; bis father's affuire 
were in a flouri-bing state when be came 
into possersion of them, but ho bad not tbe 
tact to keep it up. One could hardly call 
him ar, though it is true that he 
was a great lover of fine horses and pubtic 
amusements; but be had wo disr patable 
acquaintences, did not give ruinous parties, 
nor go the way by which K loet bis 
millions, But for all that, his affairs went 
wrong; and I often beard my father tell my 
mother about the uuflourishing atate of the 
factory, and I bad senee enough even then 
to guess that our employer was in danger of 
misfortune.

Ana that he does pot become one 
ie, perhaps, bicause of a high moral prin- 
ciple acting io conjunction with a great will- 
power to restrain bis appetite for d fusible 
rtimulants; for we hold that in euch a case 
his appetite cxiste, Here is where a tem- 
perance movement, to be successful, must 
be begun, As people outgrow their ignor- 
ance, they will live more rationally, eas sim- 
pler food, discard all high seasoning, and 
the victory will toon be won, Temperance 
will Become the rule, because there will be 
no demand nor sppetite fer intoxicating 
drinks.— Wacerly Magazine, 
International Questions.

But bere is our friend 
Dore who toils not, neither does he epin, 
and yet Solomon in all his glory was never 
less affected by the fluctuations of the 
money-market or the prices of provisions, 
He is a social pm We look upon him 
with a kind awe. Enveloped in that 
faultlessly-cut coat, and buried under that 
snowy shirt-bosom, lies the secret which 
half the world longs for,—the secret of 
living on nothing, the art of economy, for 
this we take to be coouomy elevated to a 
fine art. 

We have all met in our larger cities with 
such people as the Dore family, and have 
received from them a vague impression that 
there is a royal rvad to soft living entirely 
disconnected with bard work, frugality, and 
the petty annoyances which enter into a 
successful struggle for a competenuy, We 
have beheld these people, and wondered, 
and sometimes while we were wondering, 
they and their gorgeousness have disappear- 
ed,—like the enchanted things in a fairy 
tale,—leaviog naught bebind except some 
unpaid bills, But this has only heightened 
the mystery and eplendur of the phenome- 
nou,—Heery Saturday. 

Remarkable Indians. 

The Alta California thus deecribes the pe- 
culssrities of a fragment of the Piute tribe 
of Indians who live on the Great American 
Desert—a region about one thousand miles 
long and three hundred miles wide, and on 
which there are stretches of one hundied 
miles without or water. 

The “‘ Desert lodian” isa as much a refleo- 
tion uf the country he inhabits as the lizard 
or the hornee frog. He is hollow-cheecked, 
thia, lithe, and active. His necessities bave 
rendered him superior in endurance, quick- 
ness, sagacity, aud intelligence, to all ueigh- 
boring tribes, Two months ago a ‘* Desert 
ladian,” carrying express, travelled one 
buadred and twenty miles in twenty-two 
consecutive hours. 

Their upper extremities are very slender ; 
they carry scarce any flesh but that employed 
in lecomotion, Their life 
upon them a wonderful physiology; their 
capacity to, eat and to etarve is truly as- 
tounding. Six months ago seven Indians, 
including a child six years old, ste a borse 
that bed perished frem drinkiog alkaline 
water, which wiigbed mot less than one 
thousand pounds, from three o'clock in the

The large ambitious character of Queen 
Augusta, as we have stated, exercised an ia- 
fluence upon the King. So shrewd an ob- 
server as Bismarck has always 
this feminine quality as a favorable text in 
selecting male diplomatic agents. On one 
occasion be was in doubt about the fitness 
of a certain appointment he desired to make 
until he was informed that the wile of the 
candidate was a peculiarly ambitious lady. 
This turned the scale, and the appointment 
was duly effected.

The Uses of Sait. 
Balt not exerts an important inflaence 
, but is ind able to their 
constitution of 


one of salt, Its absence from our food 
It is an 
important condiment, as well as a preserva- 
tive, Meat, fish, vegetables, butter, aod other 
provisions, are preserved by it from spoiling, 
#o that they may be kept for along time. By 
ite use in the preservation of meat, the de- 
velopment of navigation has been greatly 
promoted, and it thus exerte a most benefi- 
cial influence upon civilization. 
It in necessary to vegetable as well as 
animal growth, and is therefore employed as 
a fertilizer. In chemical manufactures con 
siderable quantities are used for the prepara- 
tion of hydrochiorio acid, chlorine, bleach- 
ing salts, sal-ammoniac, and many other 
products, Salt formes indirectly a material 
for the making of soap and glass, Besides, 
it serves in tanning, for glazing pottery, for 
the extraction of silver and copper trom 
their ores, for the preparation of mixtures 
for producing cold, ana for many other pur- 
sea. 
The extent and importance of the uses of 
salt can ecarcely be better described than in 
the words of Dr. Bolley, which we translate 
from a work of bis, entitied ** Das Kocksalz:” 
** We awake in the morning; the linen which 
we put on betrays by ite whiteness that it 
bas been bleached by the chlorine derived 
from salt; the shoe with which we cover our 
feet required salt in the hands of the tanner ; 
in the soap that we use for the toilet, we 
seize a transformed piece of salt; the glass, 
which we bring to the mouth, bides the 
chief ingredient of salt; from the crude ore 
by means of sa't was produced the bright, 
white metal of the tea-apoun, which is so 
highly esteemed by the world; the tea- 
kettle is soldered with borax which holds 
soda aced from sali; the milk before us 
contains sait, the butter has been preserved 
by it perhaps for months; the bread betrays 
o .o- oat oe has heen mixed 
t We grasp the paper; it required 
the application of crlorine from salt in order 
to please us by its whiteness, The clean 
epectacies thr ugh which we see aie par ty 
composed of what once was salt. A visit is 
announced ; a patient wishes to coosult us; 
he enters, and seeking scientific at’, we re- 
flect upon the remedics at our command, 
aud commence to write. Out of ten medi- 
cines we fiod that five of them owe their 
origin, either by their composition or the 
mode of their to salt.

distinguisted civil peer and chemist, of 
the Rue de Londres, Paris, has just invented 
& rocket which will be a formidable engine 
of defence; be bas christened it the Fusec- 
Batan. We have seen this rocket made, and 
we will exdeavor to describe it to our read- 
ers. To the end of an ordinary rocket is 
attached a very slight receptacle of tin, hav- 
ing cunetiy the shape of a conical ballet. In 
this receptacle is arranged a chamber filled 
withe —— based, we believe, upon 
sol,buret of carbon, which composition omce 
lighted gives out considerable heat. A fusee 
communicates from this chamber wita the 
top of the rocket, The tin bullet is filled, 
jast before used, with petroleum oil ; 
the lighted rises in the air, and tra- 
verses the space necessary to arrive over a 
certain spet. Arrived above its obj the 
rocket sets fire to the fusee, the com tion 
in the chamber of the bullet takes Nghe,

ted to retaliate with the new rocket. How- 
ever this may be, the Committee of National 
Defence has given the imventora large build- 
ing on the Bati (formerly a girls’ 
school), and has ordered the immediate manu- 
facture, on a large scale, of Satan rockets.”

The Manure Questicn. 
An experience of thirty years in the use of 
fertilizers of every variety, and a careful ob- 
servation of the results of an infinite num- 
ber of experiments with farmyard manure 
. satisfied me, as it will every 

one who will as carefully experiment and 
closely observe the results as [ have done, 
that there is no way in which the manure 
from stables can be made so profitable as 
to apply it on the eurface of grass lands in 
an entirely decomposed state, or as near as 
practicable just as it comes from the etabie. 
As it is wmpracticable to haul it daily, at 
all seasons of the year, direct from the 
stable to the field, I construct a manure 
house, into which the manure is ow 
posited. The object of the yard being only for 
euvning and exercieing the animals stabled, 
pothiag is fed in the yard, neither is = 
straw or cornstalke thrown into the y 
The former not needed for bedding the 
stock stabled, is hauled directly te some 
grass field and evenly epread on the surface. 
The stalks of Indian corn 1 have topped, 
and the top stalks only are hauled from the 
field for feeding. These are chopped and 
moistened and mixed with ground feed, are 
equally well adapted to feeding horses, cows 
or fattening cattle. Toe buts of the stalke 
chop off at the surface of the ground during 
the winter, and lay them in the farrow and 
plough them in.
